Stands for Gov’t. Respons- 
ible Not to Whitehall 
But to New India

LONDON, Jan, 6.—The 
Liberals have swung behind 
rule for India, that is, for self-govern- 


ment with safeguards, But as Lord 
Reacd'ng, former Viceroy India 
submitted the Liberal position at the) 
Round-Table conference Monday 
afternoon, he made it clear, within 
these limitations, that the Liberal 
delegation to the conference stood | 
for a government of India responsible 
not to Whitehall, but to the federal | 
parliament of the New India 

In all the essentials, Lord Read 
ing, on behalf of the Liberal delega-| 
tion, accepted the scheme submitted 
to the conference on Friday by Sir 
Te) Bahadur Sapru, Hindu moderate 
This scheme has in view the creation 
of an Indian cabinet responsible to 
the legislature in all subjects except 
defense and foreign affairs. These 
two expected departments will be re- 
served to the crown and the min- 
isters holding these portfolios would 
be appointed by, and responsible to, 
the Viceroy 

The ministers responsib]. for both 
reserved and non-reserved depart- 
ments would participate in cabinet | 
discussions, presided over by the) 
Viceroy. The ministers for reserved 
subjects would not have a cabinet 
vote upon non-reserved issues, nor 
would the ministers for non-reserved 
subjects be able to vote upon reserved 
issues. But there would be collective 
responsibility of the cabinet and a 
vote of non-confidence by the legis- | 
lature would mean the overturn of | 
the whole cabinet though the viceroy 
might reappoint his ministers of de- 
fence and of foreign affairs 

Under this plan the Indian minister 
of finance would present a budget to 
the Indian legislature and would with 
the rest of the cabinet, be responsible 
to the legislature, But there would be | 
safe-guarding provisions to protect 
Joans and currency—provisions which 
would ensure, for instance, that any 
budget deficit shou'd be met out of 
revenue and not by floating internal 
loans.

THE PUBLIC CAN HELP 


Senator Griesbach is inviting residents 
of the city to tell him what they know 
about the effectiveness or ineffectiveness 
of the city police force. The council 
chamber is not likely to be stampeded 
by witnesses, unless they come from the 
class that has most reason to resent the 
activities of the police. Law-abiding citi- 
zens have relatively little information on 
the subject, though they may have 
strongly-held opinions in either direction. 

But, an investigation having been or- 
dered, it is proper that an opportunity 
should be thus given for the presentation 
of facts which will help the commissioner 
to reach an informed conclusion, and some 
measure of responsibility rests upon those 
who can contribute worth while informa- 
tion to do this. 

That an investigation is being held 
does not necessarily mean that the police 
force is being put on trial, and that it 
must be condemned ¢ 3 hope lessly ineffi- 
cient or certified to he xcellent beyond 
improvement. The inquiry has a broader 
scope than that, and involves the size of 
the force, its organization, administration, 
discipline, and other matters aside from 
the question of whether it “gets results”. 

The invitation to the public to volun- 
teer information is therefore not restrict- 
ed to those who can cite instances of effi- 
ciency or inefficiency on the part of the 
force or any members of it. There is room 
also for useful contributions from those 
who may have exceptional experience or 
knowledge of the handling and working of 
police bodies elsewhere, to the end that 
the Edmonton foree may be given the 
benefit of whatever readjustments are 
shown to be required. 


THE GRAIN RATE BASIS 

Manitoba farmers chose a good time 
to voice their anxiety lest grain rates on 
the Hudson Bay railway should be set at 
a level so high that they would get little 
or no advantage from the opening of that 
new and shorter route to tide-water. 
Their protest appeared in the newspapers 
on the eve of Mr. Bennett’s speech at 
Regina; a pretty direct invitation to the 
Premier to say something on the subject. 

In response, Mr. Bennett said the right 
thing, the only thing that could be said 
with justice, and said it very directly. 
When the railway is completed, he stated, 
grain rates over it will be established on 
the basis of the Crow’s Nest Pass agree- 
ment. That presumably means that the 
rate per car per mile over the new line 
will be the same as the rate per car per 
mile over other lines to other ports. 

The implication of this announcement 
is broader than the immediate issue. With 
the Crow’s Nest agreement adopted as the 
basis for grain rates to the lake ports, the 
Pacific ports, and to Port Churchill, that 
document becomes the accepted basis for 
future grain rates over all railway outlets 
to all ports. 

Recalling the long fight that was 
necessary to secure the application of 
Crow's Nest rates to wesi-bound grain, 
and to lines other than the main lines of 
the C.P.R., this admission that it applies 
automatically to the Hudson Bay railway 
and to Bay ports is a matter of import- 
ance. Whatever new railway outlets may 
be built, and to whatever ports they may 
lead, the basis for the grain rates over 
such railways is fixed, with the apparent 
agreement of the existing railway 
companies, 


A STRONGER OPPOSITION NEEDED 

Premier Brownlee has given his bless- 
ing to the Labor candidate in Edmonton; 
on the ground that the Labor members 
have been found to be willing to co-oper- 
ate with the Government, and that Mr. 
Roper would maintain that tradition. 

That is, of course, true. The Labor 
members have “co-operated” to the limit. 
They have in fact followed the Govern- 
ment like a flock of sheep, even after the 
Labor representative in the Ministry was 

gently oozed out. That Mr. Roper would 

fake the same course is to be supposed ; 
and is one excellent reason why it is not 
advisable to elect him. 

The geperal administrative record of 
the Brownlee Government has been good, 
and its policy has been generally sane and 
progressive. But no government can hold 
office for a long term of years, backed by 
an over-whelming majority, without los- 
ing initiative and encountering the dan-

ger of dominance by the party machinery. 
Efficiency is a product of the conflict of 
minds; not of easy acquiescence, 

The Government would be better, and 
safer, at this juncture, for a little less 
pussy-footing co-operation in the legisla- 
ture, and a little more free-handed criti- 
cism. The assumption that the Ministers 
are always right and altogether right, and 
that the other members should do noth- 
ing but applaud when they speak, is a dan- 
gerous delusion. That is as dangerous to 
the Government as it is to the province. 

An effective opposition is quite as nec- 
essary to the continuance of good govern- 
ment as a to ministry. The Alberta 
Government has too large a majority as 
matters stand; too large for the of 
itself and the public. It would be the bet- 
ter of a few more members in the house 
who, while ready to support it when they 
thought it deserved support, would be un- 
der no obligations to support it when they 
thought it wrong. 

The Liberal party is the one party in 
the lecislature that can claim to speak for 
both town and country, and for all classes 
and sections of the people of the province. 
It is the party whose strengthening would 
be most effective in building up the «ind 
of an opposition that is needed. 

For that reason, as for others, Ed- 
monton electors would do well to select 
Captain Bowen as their representative; 
not as an opponent of the Government at 
all times and upon all occasions, but as a 
member under no obligations to the Gov- 
ernment and therefore free to oppose the 
Ministers when they need and desrve op- 
position,

LEAD AND ZINC PRODUCTION IN CANADA 


The large annual increase in the Canadian pro- 
duction of lead and zine during the last few years 
has been mainly due to the successful development 
of the Sullivan mine of the Consolidated Mining and 
Smelting Company of Canada, at Kimberley. British 
Columbia, states A. Buisson, of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Mines, Ottawa. 

The production of lead in 1929 amounted to 163 000 
tons, being about nine per cent of the wor!d output. 
It is estimated that the production for 1930 will ap- 
proximate 170,000 tons, In the case of zinc in 1929 
the production amounted to 98 634 tons or six per 
cent of the world output and the estimated produc- 
tion for 1930 wili approximate 135.000 tons. British 
Columbia has been all along the main source of lead 
production, although substantial contributions have 
been made from Quebec, Ontario, and in recent years 
from the Yukon Territory. 

Since 1905 British Columbia has been the main 
source of supply of zinc in Canada. As the ore from 
this province had to be exported under difficu't con- 
ditions, no large production was recorded in Canada 
until early in 1916, when the electrolytic zinc refinery 
at Trail started to produce refined zinc on a com- 
mercial scale, Gradual improvements in treating 
methods and the building up of an export trade 


have enabled Canadian zine production to increase | 


very rapidly 


TRADE COMPARISONS 


Exports of Canadian produce in November had a 
value of $73,060,000 as against $111,068,000 in the cor- 
responding month last year; while imports at $76,- 
353,000 compare wi bh $108,733,000 a year ago In the 
elapsed eight months of the current fiscal year ex- 
ports of Canadian produce have declined $212,651,000 
and imports $215,728.000 The balance of external 
commerce has been running against Canada, and at 
the close of November amounted to $80,276,000 on the 
eight months against $83,353,000 in the corresponding 
period last year, It is interesting to note how closely 
similar has been the recession of foreign trade in Can- 
ada and in the United States in point of percen age, 
the decline in exports in Canada during the last eight 
months having been 26.5 per cent. and in imports 24.4 
per cent., while figures of United Sta es external trade 
for the eleven months ending with November show a 
decline in exports of 25.8 per cent, and in imports of

SERVE CHICKEN DINNERS OFTEN 

The raising of tender, plump chickens has become 
a science. There fs no doubt that chicken meat has 
become vastly improved in flavor end digestibility 
over the first wild chickens which were caged in pens 
of woven branches, Special breeds have been devel- 
oped which produce the plumpest birds with the most 
delicate flavor, 

After the chickens are killed and dressed they 
are quickly chilled and kept cold so that they come 
to the consumer itn a perfect condition. It is even 
possible to buy mJk fed chickens frozen and in an 
attractive package, or you may buy your chicken al- 
ready cooked and canned tn the new way which 
seals in the flavor. 

Chicken is one of the finest forms of protein and 
is ensily digested. The mild, delicate taste of a 
properly roasted chicken is especially appealing to 
the majority of people. The flesh of chicken is about 
20% protein, about equal to lean meat in this im- 
portant element, Those who are trying to build up 
will find that protein in the form of chicken may 
be used frequently. If you intend to cook the chic- 
ken yourself be sure to pick out a young plump bird 
with a well tounded breast. Reject those with long, 
dull claws, hard, rough or loose skins, lanky, lean 
jegs, or bruised spots on the skin. 

To prepare a chicken for the oven it should be 
singed, all pin feathers remcved, the tendons taken 
from the legs, the head and feet cut off, and after 
it is drawn, it is then stuffed and sewed. A very 
good stuffing for a chicken may be made out of the 
following: Mix a quantity of ground Melba toast 
with a small quantity of ground celery, minced olives 
and raisins, being careful not to use too many rai- 
sins. Moilsten with sufficient milk. The mixture 
should not be too moist, or too dry, but just right 
for packing into the chicken. 

Any person in good health will enjoy a serving of 
this dressing and will not be disturbed after eating 
it, as is usually the case with the sticky, highly spiced 
dressings commonly used. After stuffing, the legs 
and wings should be tied down close to the body. You 
may put # small chicken into an uncovered roaster, 
which calls for frequent basting, to insure a most 
tender roasted chicken. A chicken may be basted in 
its own juices or a small amount of stock may be 
used, Larger or older birds are u_ually cooked better 
in a cavéred roaster and this method does not need 
such frequent basting. The breast may be protected 
from becoming too dry by laying a slice or two of 
bacon over it, In cocking with a covered roaster, be 
sure to remove the lid the last few minutes to allow 
the bird to become a rich golden brown, The time 
for roasting depends upon the size and age of the 
fowl. A four-pound chicken requires about one and 
a half hours. The oven should be very hot the first 
twenty minutes to sear in the juices, after which the 
heat is reduced. 

I have found that chicken is best prepared by 
roasting it, as this method retains more of the juices 
and gives the best flavor. Of course, an old or very 
tough chicken should first be parbolled for a time 
and then finished in the oven. 

Don't forget that chicken 1s a very good meat to 
use, not only on holidays, but for ordinary meals. Your 
family will agree with the little boy, who go. ihe 
wishbone, and said that all he wished for was an- 
other roasted chicken just as good.

Universitics 
By GLENN FRANK 


I have before me a letter from a 
legislator in a Western state 

“Our state university,” he writes, 
“has become one of the big items in 
the bill the taxpayers have to foot 
in this state. I realize that the 
university is the best investment the 
state makes, but if the time ever 
comes when the state insists upon 
retrenchment I would like to know 
how the state can go about it with- 
out destroying the very real values 
it has built into its university.” 

I am glad to answer this question 
as clearly as I can and with com- 
plete candor. There are, I suggest, 
four ways in which a state might, 
if it proceeded carefully, reduce the 
cost of its university. 

(i) It might reduce the program 
of the university 

It is not necessary 
university do everything. Whatever 
is done should be done in the best 
possible manner. In every human 
institution projects and services 
have a way of staying on after their 
maximum usefulness is passed, Pro- 
grams can be reduced. But they 
should be reduced by analysis from 
the inside, not with an axe from the 
outside 

(2) It might reduce the student 
body. 

In every university there is a 
certain percentage of the student 
body that derives little benefit from 
university study and life. This 
group is made up, broadly, of two 
types. There is the loafer who does 
not deserve university opportunity. 
There is the student who simpy 
is not adapted by native capacity 
and liking for university training. 
He would be a better citizen and 
worker for a different sort of train- 
ing. It is possible to devise just 
and socially sound procedures for 
weeding this two-fold group out of 
universities. Again, this is a job 
that must be done from the inside. 

(3) It might revise student fees 
and tu‘tion- 

It is a magnificent thing for a 
state to provide measurably free 
university training for all. It is, 
however, a relatively small per cent 
of the families of a state that 
actually send students to a univer- 


that every 


sity. It is, therefore, but simple 
justice that those who direcily 
benefit from the institution shall 


carry as much of the load as may 
be feasible. Any schedule of fees 
and tuition should, however, be ac- 
companied by thoroughly adequate 
provision for scholarships for every 
genuinely able student who may not 
be able to pay the established fees 
or tuition. 

(4) It might effect a combination 
of state and private support. 

There are some who consider any 
private support for a state universliy 
dangerous. They think it endan- 
gers the freedom and integrity of 
the university. My own view is that 
there is no source of support for a 
university that may not at times 
carry danger as well as benefit. I 
do not except from this statement 
even appropriations from state 
legis atures. As state administra- 
tions come and go—now Conserva- 
tive and now Liberal—each quite 
honestly thinks its point of view 
should color the institutions of the 
state. I do not quarrel] with this. 
This is the way progress is made, 
But it does mean the only real 
guarantee of the freedom of a uni- 
versity is the character, the intelli- 
gence, and the courage of the people 
who run it. No blanket rule about 
sources of support can take the 
pace of these virtues in university 
administration.

_ Brownlee Regrets Absence 
From Labor Candidate’s 
Meeting 


That 6106 of the 7927 unemployed 
workers registered through the special 
registration of unemployed from Octo- 
ber 15 to the 31 were men who had 
come here from other countries, was 
the information given to the audience 


by Elmer E. Roper, candidate of the 
Labor Party in the provincial by- 
election, at his mass meeting in the 


Pantages theatre on Monday night 

Mr. Roper said that 2284 of the 
registered unemployed were from non- 
preferred Europeon countries and 1105 
from preferred European countries 
“Yet in spite of these figures, we are 
asked,” said Mr. Roper, “to refrain 
from discussing fetieral issues.” He 
further claimed that it was utterly im- 
possible to intelligently discuss the 
major problems affecting the province 
of Alberta without coming in conflict 
with federal imnlications. 

SCORES JAMIESON 

Severely criticizing Co) Jamieson 
for his stand on unemployment the 
Labor candidate said that he did not 
do so for the purpose of quibbling 
where responsibility for the care of the 
unemployed should lay. “So far as I 
am concerned”, he said. “I will tnsist 
that the government of the province 
of Alberta shall not permit any man 
woman or child within the borders of 
this provinee to suffer because of in- 
ability to find work. Even though I 
believe that the authority which was 
respon ible for bringing in those who 
today find themselves on the bread 
line I, and the movement I repres 
will not condone quibbling about res- 
ponsibility when people are suffer- 
ing.” 

“However™ the sneaker added. “the

1930 RECEIPTS 
AT STOCK YARD 
SHOW BIG DROP 


Sheep Only Branch Show- 
ing Increase Over 1929 
Figures 


Receipts of cattle, calves, hogs and 
horses for the year 1930 show a sharp 
decrease under the records for 1929, 
according to the yearly report receiv- 
ed from the Edmonton Stock Yards, 
Dominion Live Stock branch, on Tues- 
day. Total receipts for the year 1930 
consisted of 34,718 cattle, 11,505 
calves, 90,172 hogs, 18,949 sheep, and 
422 horses, 

In compar'son with the year 1929 | 
these figures show a decided decrease | 
in all branches excepting sheep-—a de- 
crease of some 24,965 cattle, 6,765 
calves, 39,895 hogs and 94 horses, and | 
an increase of some 542 sheep. 

The total estimated value of all 
stock golng through these yards dur- 
ing the year 1930 amounted to the 
sum of $4,343,846, which represents a 
very marked decrease from the pre- 
vious year—a decrease of about $2 - 
| 781,563. But, considering the decided- 
ly lower receipts in all departments, 
and considering the state of the mar- 
ket during the fall months when, 
usually, the heaviest runs arrive, 
shows that livestock values were not 
as bad as some of the other farm 
commodities 

Of the above sum total, 
calves accounted for $2,209,076. Re- 
ceipts throughout the past year were 
never considered burdensome; 


the fall months they were decidedly 
on the light order and this was con- 
sidered a material help in keeping 


prices at a fairly reasonable level,

The Affeetionate Thumb 
The thumb of this type indicates 
a well-balanced and normal degree 


affection coupled with a generous 
It is easily recognized. 

Such a thumb is always well set 
and pleasingly proportioned. This is 
notable in its length and in the equal 
or nearly equal lengths of the nail 
and middle joints. The first, or nail, 
joint is firm and resilient under pres- 
sure toward the wrist. Its underside 
curves gracefully to the nail tip and 
the sides are usually slightly tapered 
The second, or middle, joint is 
straight, although with a thumb of 
this type it may be slightly inclined 
toward slenderness 

The third, or palm joint is straight 
without a hint of irregularity, The 
underside of this joint—that is, the 
surface nearest the p-lm, is inc'ined 
toward fullness but blends smoothly 
into the palm 

The position of such 
hand is also of importance in 
gauging the qualities of affection. If 
lying close to the side of the hand 
when in repose, you may be certain 
that its possessor has a warm and 
loyal heart but gives his or her affec- 
tion with discrimination.
